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CARAVAN SITES: POWERS FOR 
LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


i" has been estimated that some 150,000 people in this country are at 
present living in caravans and the substantial increase in caravan-living 
in recent years shows no sign of slackening. 


Not all the caravans at present used as homes are suitable to live in and 
many of the sites, irrespective of whether they are technically in breach of 
the law, are badly located, ill-equipped and ill-run. With the coming into 
effect this week of the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, 
however, this situation should change for the Act confers on local authorities 
effective powers for controlling caravan sites. 


In connection with the Act, the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment has offered some useful guidance to local authorities. He considers 
that the aim should be to secure that all caravan sites, whether residential 
or holiday sites, are properly equipped and run and that they are not allowed 
in the wrong places but are allowed in acceptable places. The Minister has 
also told the authorities that planning permission should not be withheld 
on principle but only where there is some definite planning objection. He 
has also said that permission should be given on a long-tefm or permanent 
basis unless there is some definite reason against this and that where sites 
have to be run down or numbers have to be reduced this should be done 
with due regard to avoidance of hardship. 


In future, caravan sites will require to be licensed. Existing sites which 
have specific planning permission must be granted licences but the licensing 
authority will be able to attach conditions to the licence. In doing so, 
they must have regard to model standards prescribed by the Minister. 
Applications for licences for existing sites which do not have specific planning 
permission will be referred to the local planning authority to determine the 
planning status of the site and what ought to be done about it. 


The establishment of a new site will require, first, planning permission 
and second, a licence. Close and harmonious co-operation between planning 
and licensing authorities in dealing with applications in respect of both 
existing and new sites is obviously of considerable importance. 


In general, local authorities disapprove of ‘caravan-living in principle. 
It seems to them a backward step in the general march toward better housing 
and environmental welfare and a threat to the success of their plans for 
the balanced development and use of land available to the communities they 
serve. Their disapproval has been reinforced by their consciousness of the 
physical and legal limitations on their ability to prevent an unplanned growth 
of residential caravanning in bad locations and poor conditions, and their 
knowledge that on many sites poor conditions do in fact exist. 


Now local authorities have the powers to deal with these undesirable 
features. Caravan-living is bound to continue and authorities should accept 
the situation, and operate the new Act sympathetically as indicated by the 
Minister. 





Improving Communications in 
the Colonies 


AST year this country approved grants amounting to £10,624,502 for 

improving communications in the colonies. Of this amount £6,569,631 

was for roads, £3,308,238 for the development of ports, harbours and water 

transport, £389,355 for civil aviation and £337,500 for railways. Altogether, 

Britain provided a record sum of £254m. for development and welfare schemes 

to benefit her overseas territories, communications accounting for the largest 
total of grants approved for development schemes. 


The vital importance of good communications in the economic development 
of a country has thus not been overlooked, as was seemingly the case until 
recently in the United Kingdom. These grants not only help the colonial 
territories but also provide work for civil engineers and the construction 
industry in this country, at the same time affording them valuable experience 
of overseas conditions.

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CONSTRUCTION OF MAIDENHEAD BY-PASS 
TO MOTORWAY STANDARDS 


B Y the spring of next year both the 
Buckinghamshire and _ Berkshire 
sections of the Maidenhead By-pass will 
be opened to traffic. Despite the recent 
rainfalls work has progressed rapidly, 
both contracts being well up _ to 
schedule, and the decking is now being 
placed on the new Thames Bridge near 
Bray which links the two sections. 

The by-pass, which stretches for approxi- 
mately seven miles to the south of Maiden- 
head, will later be extended a further 
seven miles to by-pass the town of Slough. 
Ultimately it will form a link in the 
London-South Wales Motorway and _ is 
therefore being built to motorway 
standards. 

The road commences in Berkshire on the 
Bath Road (A.4) at Maidenhead Thicket 
where a roundabout with a 240ft. diameter 
island is being constructed two miles west 
of the town centre and then passes south 
of the town to cross the River Thames. 
The portion east of the river is in Bucking- 
hamshire and rejoins the Bath Road 
nearly three miles east of the town centre 
at another roundabout near Huntercombe 
Lane. 

Generally, the road layout consists of 
dual carriageways, each 24ft. wide and 
edged on both sides by marginal strips lft. 
wide, a centre reservation 13ft. wide be- 
tween carriageways, and hard shoulders 
along the outer sides of mostly 10ft. width 
reduced to 8ft. across bridges. The width 
of verges along the back of the shoulders 
varies from 2ft. 6in. to 4ft. 6in. Except 
at bridges the overall width lies between 
90ft. and 94ft. 

The marginal strips are set level with 
the road surface and surface water flows 
across the carriageways and shoulders to 
either a filter drain along the verge, or 
across the verge and into a ditch at the 
toe of embankments, There is a filter drain 
all along the centre reservation to collect 
surface water both from the reservation 
and from the superelevated carriageway 
on curves. Manholes on the filter drains 
discharge transversely at intervals either 
into ditches or into soakaways where 
natural outfalls are not available. 

All curves have spiral transitions for a 
design speed of 70 m.p.h. 

The layout of slip roads at junctions 
comprises a carriageway from 24ft. to 28ft. 
wide edged by marginal strips lft. wide, 
and verges each side from 9ft. to IlIft. 
wide. The minimum radius is 180ft. with 
spiral transitions. Adjacent to junctions, 
12ft. wide acceleration and deceleration

lanes are provided for lengths of 800Oft. 
and 700ft. respectively. 

The structure of the carriageways con- 
sists of two course hot-rolled asphalt 4in. 
thick, laid on 8in. of lean concrete base, 
with a sub-base of lean concrete 6in. thick. 
The hard shoulders consist of 2in. thick 
dense tar surfacing dressed with tar and 
chippings laid on 9in. thick lean concrete 
base, with a sub-base of lean concrete 6in. 
thick. The marginal strips consist generally 
of 12in. by 6in. precast concrete channel 


1940, after which work was suspended. 
When work was resumed in 1958, the 
opportunity was taken of redesigning the 
superstructure to take advantage of higher 
working stresses and modern fabrication 
methods. In particular extensive use has 
been made of shop-welded and site-welded 
high-tensile steels. Single webb plate 
girders have been used as against the 
original box girders and in all a saving of 
950 tons of steelwork has been made on the 
original design.

New Thames Bridge 


The new bridge near Bray which will 
carry the motorway over the River Thames 
is thought to have the longest all-welded 
steel span in this country. Designed for 
the Ministry of Transport by Freeman, 
Fox and Partners, consulting engineers, it 
is expected to be completed this December. 
The last girder was recently placed in 
position and decking work is starting. 
Horseley Bridge and Thomas Piggott, Ltd., 
Tipton, are the main contractors, and the 
principal sub-contractors are Carter Hor- 
seley (Engineers), Ltd., for steelwork 
erection and Higgs and Hill, Ltd., for con- 
creting the deck. The resident engineer is 
Mr. K. Goodearl. 

The foundations and abutments of the 
bridge were substantially completed in

Two 24ft. carriageways will be carried 
by the bridge, together with two 6ft. wide 
cycle tracks and two footpaths, each 
5ft. 6in. wide. The carriageways have lft. 
marginal strips along each edge and are 
separated by a 13ft. wide central reserva- 
tion. The cycle tracks are separated from 
the carriageways by 6ft. wide verges accom- 
modating unclimbable fencing and guard 
rails. Overall width of the bridge deck is 
100ft., substantial steel parapets being pro- 
vided on each side. 

The bridge has a central span of 270ft. 
and two side spans, each of 38ft. The 
superstructure consists of eight ail-welded 
high-tensile steel girders, continuous over 
the supports and anchored at their extre- 
mities inside the abutments by means of 
hinged steel tension links. The girders are 
interconnected by welded mild steel cross 
frames bolted in position using high- 
strength friction-grip bolts. 

The deck consists of a reinforced con- 
crete slab 84in. thick, cast in situ on top 
of the upper flanges of the main girders and 
made to act in combination with them 
by the provision of suitable shear connec- 
tors welded at intervals along. their length. 
The slab is continuous between abutments, 
expansion joints being provided at each 
end, and is waterproofed throughout by 
means of mastic asphalt. 

The cantilevered method of construction 
has been used so that no obstruction has 
been caused to river traffic. Ten-ton 
derricks with 120ft. jibs were employed, 
being moved forward as_ construction 
neared the centre. The maximum lift was 
on the side closing girder which weighed 
8 tons. 


Buckinghamshire Section 


East of the Thames Bridge the by-pass 
is in Buckinghamshire and responsibility 
for its design and construction rests with 
the County Council as agent authority to 
the Ministry of Transport. All the road- 
works and bridges have been designed in 
the office of the county surveyor, Mr. E. H. 
Frankland, the resident engineer being 
Mr. D. Heath.

section are Higgs and Hill, Ltd., their con- 
struction team on this job, under site 
agent, Mr. A. Gage, being brought direct 
from a rocket range scheme in the Heb- 
rides. 

This section carries the twin 24ft. car- 
riageways from the Thames Bridge to a 
point south of Cippenham Estate about 
two miles distant, and there is a }4-mile 
ring at Huntercombe to the roundabout 
intersection with the A.4. Where the by- 
pass turns north to rejoin A.4 there is a 
two-level junction so that when the by- 
pass is extended beyond Slough the 
through traffic will not be impeded by 
traffic joining or leaving the motorway on 
this spur. 

Higgs and Hill were meant to start work 
on their contract in May, 1959, but plan- 
ning appeals against the establishment of 
borrow pits approximately 24 miles from 
the site at Poplar Farm, Taplow, delayed 
the beginning until September. However, 
the work has progressed at a rapid rate, 
general filling was proceeded with through- 
out the winter months, and completion is 
expected in April next year. 

There are two borrow pits at Poplar 
Farm and to date 400,000 cu. yd. of fill 
for the embankments has been extracted 





from one and 90,000 cu. yd. from the 
other. A fleet of 45 7-ton trucks has been 
used to transport the fill, the size of truck 
being governed by the access to the job, 
along which are low railway bridges. The 
maximum haul in one week was 30,000 cu. 
yd. Feeding the trucks are two 28 RB's, 
one 22 RB and a Lima 802. 


All the dry lean concrete for the 
Buckinghamshire section is produced at 
batching plants, one at each end of the 
scheme and both of 1 cu. yd. capacity. 
Four mobile Benford 18/12 mixers are 
used where required for making the struc- 
tural concrete. All paving is laid by a 
Blaw Knox PF 90 paver. 

There are two flyovers in this section 
carrying diversion roads over the motorway 

one at Marsh Lane and one at Hunter- 
combe Lane—in addition to the flyover 
which carries the Huntercombe spur over 
the motorway. The Marsh Lane structure 
comprises two spans of 30ft. and two of 
48ft., and the Huntercombe Lane has two 
at 36ft., one at 50ft. and one at 64ft. Both 
structures are similar in design, with rein- 
forced concrete columns on strip founda- 
tions bearing on gravel. They are designed 
to Ministry of Transport normal loading 
and have pre-tensioned beams on the long

10-ton tandem roller and vibrating roller 
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line system with transverse mild steel in 
the in-situ decking. Abutments are of the 
open type. 

The Huntercombe Spur bridge is de- 
signed to carry the abnormal load of 180 
tons. It comprises two spans at 30ft., 
one at 45ft. 6in., and one at 57ft. 6in. 
The two centre spans are post-tensioned by 
the P.S.C. mono-wire system and trans- 
verse stressing is by the Freysinnet post- 
tensioning. 

All three bridges have the piers and 
cantilever of the deck finished in Cornish 
Granite aggregate and white cement and 
the piers are bush hammered. Wrought- 
iron railings are used with Burma Teak 
handrailing. 

Completing the structures on the Berk- 
shire section is a footbridge over the 
Huntercombe Spur. This is an _ in-situ 
reinforced concrete structure with a l-in-10 
ramp at either approach in lieu of stairs 
to facilitate the movement of cyclists. 

Also on this side of the Thames there 
are three culverts of reinforced concrete 
box section construction. Two are under 
construction and one is completed. They 
are sited at Lots Hole, Lake End and 
Roundmoor. Work at Lots Hole and Lake 
End was complicated by the discovery of 
large pockets of peat which had to be 
excavated before construction could pro- 
ceed. In these areas the base concrete 
was placed by tremie pipe under water. 


Berkshire Section 


The length in Berkshire is four miles, 
and in addition there is a short diversion 
of the Maidenhead-Henley trunk road run- 
ning northwards from the roundabout at 
Maidenhead Thicket for {-mile. The 
works also include the realignment and 
regrading of eight side roads extending in 
length to just over five miles. 

Berkshire C.C. are the agent authority 
for this section, on which work began in 
May, 1959. The main contractors are 
John Laing and Son, Ltd. Scott and Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick and Partners designed five of 
the road bridges and a footbridge in this 
section, while the roadworks and other 
designs are the responsibility of the county 
surveyor, Mr. K. P. Brow. The resident 
engineer is Mr. J. M. Johnstone. 

About 300,000 cu. yd. of imported gran- 
ular filling is being obtained from two 
gravel pits adjoining the road, and about 
110,000 cu. yd. of excavation is available 
as filling. 

The six bridges designed by the con- 
sulting engineers are grouped into three 
types: (1) the Ascot Road, Shoppenhangers 
Road and Monkey Island Lane overbridges 
which carry side roads over the motorway;

ANY electronic-control features are 
* incorporated in English Electric 
House, the English Electric Group’s 
recently completed headquarters on the 
former site of the Gaiety Theatre in the 
Strand, London. 

Joined to Marconi House, which will 
now be known as the Marconi Wing, the 
new building provides a total floor area 
of some 200,000 sq. ft., and from lower 
basement to roof contains 14 floors, The 
height from pavement level to the observa 
tion room roof on the tenth floor is 118ft. 

The building is faced in Portland stone 
treated with silicones to eliminate clean- 
ing costs, and the window casements 
throughout are in aluminium _ alloy. 
Double casements are provided up to 
fourth floor level to reduce traffic noise. 

Main Entrance Facade 

A feature of the design is the main 
entrance facade, from which two wings 
extend, 90ft. along the Strand and 120ft. 
along Aldwych, joining with the Marconi 
Wing to enclose a central courtyard. The 
doors are deeply cut panelled steel, and 
on either side above them are two I18ft. 
high bronze figures by Sir Charles Wheeler, 
president of the Royal Academy. The 
stainless steel doors and the central feature 
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Multi-storey Offices se my Ce | 


with its aluminium 
windows _ separated 
by faceted panels of 


aluminium reach 
80ft. up from the 
pavement to the 


canopy. An electronic 
device automatically 
opens and shuts the 
plate - glass doors 
leading into the en- 
trance hall as people 
walk in and out. 

The inner court- 
yard has been lined in 
honey-coloured frost-proof matt glazed 
tiles, toning with the Portland stone, with 
the result that all the inner offices have 
adequate daylight, increased by the 
reflection of light off the walls. Taken 
from the dome of the old Gaiety Theatre, 
the famous Angel has been restored and 
silvered, and stands in the centre of a 
fountain in the courtyard garden. The 
garden is paved and the fountain has been 
lined with blue mosaic. 

Layout of the first to sixth floor office 
accommodation is repetitive, having rooms 
on either side of a central corridor, Office 
accommodation for 750 staff is provided, 
with conference rooms and cloakrooms on 
each floor, and the boardroom suite on

the third floor. Office space has been built 
with demountable partition walls to allow 
the layout to be altered at any time, and 
a colour scheme of pale grey walls, cream 
ceilings and light blue _ linoleum-tiled 
floors has been chosen. Woodwork in 
the offices, corridors, and landings is a 
light brown mahogany. e 

On the tenth floor of the building is 
an observation room with a plate glass 
window along the entire length of one 
wall. In conjunction with the 35ft. aerial 
mast on the roof, the room is equipped 
with power supply and cable ducting, and 
can be connected to television receivers 
at any point in the building or with the 
national networks. It will mainly be used 
as a demonstration room for Marconi 
International Marine equipments. 

The basement is almost exclusively used 
as a garage for 35-40 cars with an entrance 
ramp at street level on the Aldwych side. 
A service entrance joins English Electric 
House with the existing kitchens of the 
Marconi Wing. Next to the garage en- 
trance is a turntable for delivery vans. 


Construction Details 


Carried on a reinforced concrete raft, 
contained in a cantilever reinforced con- 
crete wall, the building is framed in struc- 
tural steel, with internal walls of brick and 
suspended floors of reinforced concrete, 
constructed with hollow pots to give a 
flush ceiling, free of hanging beams. The 
heating coils were cast into these pots 
to give space heating at ceiling level with 
individual control switches in every room. 

Work began on the project in January, 
1958. The initial task was to take bear- 
ings to a depth of 40ft. below pavement 
level, to check the contents of the sub- 
soil and to ensure that none of the excava- 
tions would foul L.C.C. subway services. 

Foundations were laid 35ft. below 
ground level after some 15,380 cu. yd. of 
soil had been excavated. It was regarded 
as essential to treat the foundations inside 
and out to make them watertight. 

As the sub-basement was ‘to house all 
the plant for the mechanical services to 
English Electric House and the Marconi 
Wing, before work could begin on the 
steel frame for the building, the three huge 
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thermal storage vessels had to be lowered 
30ft. into the basement, with the minimum 
disruption to traffic. .Three mobile cranes 
were used to hoist the tanks simul- 
taneously and place then in the basement, 
and they were later moved into their 
permanent position by trolley. A 
refrigerating plant had also to be set 
up in the sub-basement to provide the 
ventilating system throughout the building. 

All the plant and materials used for 
the new building had to be stored and 
used within the building area itself, and 
to make this possible a 160ft. tower crane 
with an 84ft. jib was put up in the centre 
of the site. With it, materials were brought 
up from the street and taken to any 
point in the building where they were 
needed. This called for unusual accuracy 
from the crane operator, as the area in 
which he could manoeuvre be- 
came more and more confined 
within the intricate network 
of steel beams and columns, 
which formed the frame of 
the new block. 


Air Conditioning 
An air-conditioning system 
is installed up to the fourth 
floor, and is provided by a 


number of plants serving 
separate sections of the build- 
ing.

One plant serves the : 
Aldwych side and one the , 
Strand side, to allow for the 
movement of the sun round 
the building and consequent 
changes in temperature. A 
third plant goes to the exhibi- 
tion hall which may sometimes 
be crowded and-at others not. 
Separate ventilation plants are 
also installed in the basement 
garage, the boardroom area 
and the internal lavatories. 

Fresh air for all the air- 
conditioning plants is drawn 
from a central area through 
a common intake chamber in 
the lower basement plant 
room, This common chamber 
serves the filtration sections of 
the individual plants. 

The type of filter used is a 
comparatively new develop- 
ment operating with two 
spools, the clean blanket 
being provided on one spool 
and wound across the air 
passage on to the other, and is controlled 
by a timing device. Warning devices are 
provided to indicate when the charged 
spool is exhausted, so that maintenance 
routines are simplified. 

From the filter sections the cleaned air 
is passed to cooler batteries supplied with 
chilled water from the central refrigera- 
tion system. These batteries will serve 
to cool the air in summer to a pre- 
determined temperature. Similarly heater 
batteries, provided with hot water from 
the main boiler plant, will serve to warm 
the air to a pre-determined temperature 
in winter. 

From the main fans the conditioned air 
is distributed to the various sections of 
the building, through insulated ductwork 
rising in shafts behind the lifts. The high 
velocity principle has been adopted for 
the air distribution by high pressure fans 
specially treated to deaden sound. 

An air distributing unit is fitted in each 
room above the door, or over the centre 
of the bay in a double room. At the room 
units, the primary supply of conditioned 
air is mixed with room air to provide an 
output double that of the primary quantity 
circulated. This effect is achieved by the 

_introduction of a venturi within the dis- 
tributing box which induces room air 
into the box before it is dispersed, 

Air from each of the occupied rooms 
will be extracted into the corridor ceiling 
void and conveyed back to the basement 
plant chamber where it will be in part 
recirculated. 

To provide chilled water for the cooling 
batteries refrigerating plant with a total 
of 130-h,p. has been installed, This con- 
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sists of two packaged units fitted in the 
sub-basement plant room working in con- 
junction with a cooling tower on the 
ninth floor. 

The extract ventilation systems serving 
the basement garage, the boardroom suite 
and the internal lavatories, are of the con- 
ventional type. 


Electrical Installation 
Lighting in all office areas is provided 
by semi-decorative fluorescent lighting 
fittings fixed close to the ceiling which 
provide a lighting intensity in accordance 
with present day requirements. The lift 


halls are illuminated by cold cathode 
tubing concealed within the plaster 
cornice. 


_In all plant rooms, corridors and general 
circulation spaces an emergency lighting 
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The plant room in lower basement 


system is provided which automatically 
comes into operation on failure of the 
mains supply. In addition, facilities are 
provided so that the emergency lighting 
points can be used at night for pilot 
lighting. 

A fire alarm system has been installed 
with pushes and alarm bells in the corridors 
and at the head of the staircase on all 
floors. Each floor is zoned to a central 
indicator panel, so that as soon as an 
alarm is given, the area from which the 
alarm came is recorded. 

The building is heated by two 1,200-kKVA 
=11-kV electrode boilers which are auto- 
matically controlled by time switches, the 
circuit breaker for each boiler being 
solenoid operated. The emergency light- 
ing battery has been used to provide the 
D.C, supply for the operation of the circuit 
breaker solenoid. 

A three-compartment underfloor duct 
system has been provided to carry the 
cables for telephones and light power 
supplies on all floors where there are 
offices. Access to the duct system is 
through floor boxes sited, in most cases, 
in the corridors. Each office is provided 
with a three-compartment wall terminator 
box, designed in conjunction with the 
G.P.O., containing the telephone terminal 
block, 13-A socket outlet and provision for 
inter office bell connection. 

Space heating arrangements take the 
form of heating panels embedded in the 
structural ceilings generally, and in the 
floors of the entrance hall and exhibition 
hall. Each bay of the building has its 
own separate embedded panel and this 
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is controlled in each case by a thermostat 
and a control valve. 

There are four Otis passenger lifts in 
the main hall, each capable of carrying 
eight persons at a speed of 500ft. per 
minute. These go from the basement leve] 
to the eighth floor. 


The four lifts operate as a group and 
are automatically controlled to suit the 
traffic demands as they change during 
the day. Each lift car is provided with 
an automatic weighing device which will 
weigh the passenger load so that the lift 
operates at near capacity. When this 
device has operated, the lift will not stop 
in response to landing calls until the load 
has been reduced by passengers leaving 
the car. 

The doors of each lift are provided with 
an electrical device so that should a 
passenger step into the lift just as the 
doors are closing the doors will auto- 
matically return to the open position, 

A separate passenger lift for “Fireman’s” 
use is provided. This lift operates at 
300ft. per minute and can, normally, be 
used as an additional passenger lift. 

A 1-ton capacity goods lift is also pro- 
vided which travels at 100ft. per minute, 
between the lower basement and ground 
floor, mezzanine, and a mail lift goes up 
to the seventh floor, 

About 1,200 tons of structural steel 
were used for the superstructure of the 
building, and 3,000 cu. yd. of concrete 
with 160 tons of reinforcement. Founda- 
tions accounted for 17,000 cu. yd. of 
excavation, and 4,400 cu. yd. of poured 
concrete with 300 tons of reinforcement. 
The total cost of the building, including 
adaptations to Marconi House, was £l4m. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The architects were Adams, Holden and 
Pearson; the consulting engineers, Oscar 
Faber and Partners; and the quantity sur- 
veyors, Widnell and Trollope. Taylor 
Woodrow Construction, Ltd., were the 
main contractors,

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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 
Withholding a Certificate 


an interesting and important case 
arising out of the interpretation of 
the arbitration clause of the I.C.E. General 
Conditions of Contract has been reported, 
A, E. Farr, Ltd. v Ministry of Transport 
(1960) 3 All E.R. 88). 

The contract, which incorporated F. 
Ltd.’s tender, certain drawings, the I.C.E. 
General Conditions of Contract and the 
specification and bills of quantities relating 
to the works, was for the construction 
of an underpass some 2,300ft. long at the 
intersection of Western Avenue and 
Hanger Lane on the London-Fishguard 
trunk road. The approaches had to be 
flanked by retaining walls containing the 
faces exposed by the excavation of the 
declining carriageways; these walls had to 
be built before the core of the excavation 
was extracted and, to enable this work to 
proceed, a trench had to be dug along the 
line of each retaining wall of a width to 
contain not only the wall but a sufficient 
working space on at least one side of the 
intended retaining wall to enable the con- 
tractor to erect the walls. Only when 
these walls were complete could the exca- 
vations begin. 

The dispute in this case arose from the 
question of payment by the Ministry for 
so much of the trenching as had been 
necessary to provide not the space for the 
walls but the necessary working space. 
The tender contained certain clauses called 
General Directions and the learned judge 
said that their effect was that the price 
at which the contractor tendered for the 
contract would not necessarily be the con- 
tract price of the work since the tender 
was based on quantities which were not to 
be treated as final. Moreover, under 
Clause 16 headed “Earthworks” it was 
provided that “the measurement of exca- 
vation in pit or trench for the structure 
shall, unless otherwise stated be the net 
plan area of the permanent work multiplied 
by the depth measured from the mean 
ground level at the top of the pit or trench 
down to the authorised bottom; any addi- 
tional excavation which may be required for 
working spaces, etc., will be paid for under 
separate items, the measurement being the 
sum of the areas of the sides of the exca- 
vation based on the outline of the net plan 
area. Rates for working space shall be 
inclusive of all consequent refilling. In 
all other cases the measurement of 
excavated material shall be the volume of 
the said material in the ground before 
being executed.” So excavation for the 
structure was normally to be priced and 
paid for on the basis of the cubic capacity 
of the relevant structure; excavation for 
working space on a_ different basis, 
measured by the area of the sides of the 
excavation. Among the items there was 
none relating to excavating working space. 

Among the General Conditions the 
learned judge referred to the following 
which were relevant in that they related 
to certification by the engineer. Clause 
6 allowing the engineer to certify payment 
of additional sums to the contractor as 
a result of instructions necessary to solve 
some ambiguity or discrepancy in the con- 
tract documents; Clause 42 requiring the 
employer to give possession of the site and 
allowing the engineer to grant an exten- 
sion of time and recompense for breach 
by the employer of that obligation by 
issuing a certificate; Clause 48 requiring 
the engineer to issue a Certificate of Com- 
pletion; Clause 60 (1) providing for 
monthly payments arrived at by the con- 
tractor sending to the engineer a statement 
showing the estimated value of the per- 
manent work executed up to the end of 
the month and the engineer issuing a 
certificate; Clause 60 (2) providing for pay- 
ment of retention; Clause 60 (4) empower- 
ing the engineer by any certificate to make 
any correction or modification in any 


previous certificate or to withhold a certi- 
ficate if the works are not being carried 
out to his satisfaction. He also referred 
to Clause 61 which emphasises that no 
certificate except the Maintenance Certifi- 
cate issued under Clause 62 shall be 
deemed to constitute approval of any work 
or of the accuracy of any claim or demand 
of the contractor or of additional work. 

In October 1958, F. Ltd. wrote to the 
engineer claiming payment for the excava- 
tion of the working space in the trenching 
for the retaining walls. The engineer 
replied that as no separate item was in- 
cluded in the bills of quantities for work- 
ing space required for excavation some 
additional item should be negotiated. No 
agreement as to how it should be calcu- 
lated was, however, reached and the engi- 
neer told F. Ltd. that if they did not accept 
his proposals they must submit a claim 
at the end of the contract. F. Ltd. then 
submitted a reasoned and quantified claim 
for £85,080 which the engineer rejected. 
F, Ltd. thereupon expressed dissatisfaction 
to the Ministry and required arbitration 
under Clause 66. This clause provides that 
the engineer’s decision is final and binding 
until the completion of the works; if the 
employer or contractor are dissatisfied with 
any such decision they can refer the 
dispute to arbitration but “Such reference 
except as to the withholding by the engi- 
neer of any certificate or the withholding 
of any portion of the retention under 
Clause 60 hereof to which the contractor 
claims to be entitled or as to the exercise 
of the engineer’s power to give a certifi- 
cate under Clause 63 (1) hereof shall not 
be opened until after the completion or 
alleged completion of the works unless 
with the written consent of the employer 
and the contractor.” 

The Ministry contended that this dispute 
could not be referred to arbitration until 
the end of the contract. F. Ltd. contended 
that the dispute related to the withholding 
of a certificate and so came within the 
exceptions in Clause 66, quoted above, 
which permit immediate reference to 
arbitration. The importance in_ this 
case of obtaining a decision on a 
matter involving so large a sum of 
money before the completion of the 
works is obvious; it could create hardship 
or at the least embarrassment to have to 
await completion before being paid some- 
thing at least in respect of a substantial 
part of the works. 

It was first of all contended that the 
words “under Clause 60 hereof” should be 
read with the words “withholding by the 
engineer of any certificate” but the learned 
judge held that those words should not 
be read so as to limit the meaning of 
“withholding by the engineer of any 
certificate” to a certificate under Clause 
60. He felt that such words are un- 
restricted and are suitable to apply to a 
withholding of a certificate under Clause 
42 or a monthly certificate under Clause 
60. Thus any withholding of any certifi- 
cate is sufficient to allow the exception in 
Clause 66 to take effect and allow an 
immediate arbitration. 

Having disposed of this argument the 
question for the learned judge was—has 
the engineer in this case withheld a certifi- 
cate? The Ministry argued that the dis- 
pute was primarily one as to the interpreta- 
tion of the contract; in other words the 
dispute was whether the Ministry was con- 
tractually bound to pay anything for the 
working space excavation and the fact that 
a certificate had been withheld for such 
work was merely the result of that dispute 
and was not, in itself, the dispute. 

The learned judge did not accept this 
argument nor did he accept the extreme 
argument put forward on behalf of F. Ltd. 
This was to the effect that if the engineer 
under-certifies for any reason then that

means he has withheld a certificate and 
the dispute becomes capable of immediate 
reference to arbitration; but as the judge 
said, “It would require very clear language 
to make me accept this contention in 
relation to a bona fide difference of 
opinion between the engineer and the con- 
tractor about measurements. The reason 
why the monthly payments are to be made 
on the engineer’s certificates is to enable 
the engineer to say how far the contractor’s 
claims are justified and, if only as a matter 
of convenience, one would not expect 
certificates given in good faith to be open 
to question, particularly having regard to 
the wide and arbitrary powers conferred 
on the engineer by other provisions of 
the contract. The alternative view would 
open the door to constant references to 
arbitration during the currency of the con- 
tract. Interim certificates of this kind 
are not final and conclusive determinations 
of rights, as Clause 60 (4) makes clear, 
and for this reason also are not likely to 
have been intended to be the subject- 
matter of arbitration while the contract is 
running.” In other words inaccurate certi- 
fication is not non-certification. 

The learned judge adopted the view that 
only if it was quite clear that the contractor 
was not entitled to a certificate could the 
engineer’s refusal to give one be held not 
to amount to a withholding. If it could 
be argued that there was some apparent 
right of the contractor to have a certificate 
issued for some matter and the engineer 
refused to issue one in respect of that 
matter then, in regard to that matter, there 
has been a withholding of a certificate. 
If the engineer has, however, issued a 
certificate on that matter then it cannot 
be argued, simply because the contractor 
disputes the contents of that certificate, 
that the engineer has withheld a certifi- 
cate; arbitration on that dispute must await 
completion, In the words of Buckley J. 
“In my judgment, any dispute or difference 
which relates to something in consequence 
of which a certificate has been refused, 
which on one view ought to have been 
given, is a dispute or difference as to the 
withholding of that certificate. Whether 
the certificate has or has not been rightly 
withheld is a matter to be arbitrated. It 
cannot be a question for me in the present 
case whether the contractor’s view as to 
its right to payment on interim certificates 
for excavation of working space is correct 
or not. Counsel for the contractor con- 
tends that under the contract it should be 
paid for this work on monthly certificates 
over and above what it is entitled to be 
paid on a cubic capacity basis for excava- 
tion of the space required for the actual 
structure. The engineer has refused to 
certify for this work. This is the subject- 
matter of the dispute or difference. Rightly 
or wrongly he has withheld a certificate as 
far as the excavation of working space is 
concerned. This has given rise to what is, 
in my judgment, a dispute or difference as 
to the withholding by the engineer of a 
certificate. The fact that in the event the 
engineer may be held rightly to have with- 
held the certificate does not make it any 
less such a dispute. Only if it were clear 
that the contractor’s view could not be 
upheld could there be said to be no genuine 
dispute about the withholding of the certi- 


ficate. I could not take that view in this 
case.” ; ; , 
One point which remains open is 


whether, if the engineer did not withhold 
a certificate but issued one for a derisory 
amount, e.g., in this case for say £20, 
would that be sufficient to stop an im- 
mediate reference by the contractor to 
arbitration? Without authority on this 
point one would venture to think that in 
such a case a court would have little difti- 
culty in deciding that there was bad faith

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EXCAVATIONS AT TRAWSFYNYDD NUCLEAR 
POWER STATION SITE 


Res the past year steady 
progress has been made with the 
construction of the £65m. Trawsfynydd 
nuclear power station in Merioneth- 
shire, North Wales. To date, most of 
the major excavations and foundation 
works have been completed, and work 
is now well advanced on the 93ft. high, 
10ft. 6in. thick reinforced concrete 
biological shield of No. 1 reactor. 
Some 200,000 cu. yd. of concrete will 
be poured during the construction of the 
station, and while much of it will be 
employed in the 73ft. internal diameter 
biological shields, a substantial amount 
will also be used for the reactor buildings, 


turbine hall and C.W. system, which 
are all primarily reinforced concrete 
structures, 


Precast concrete will be employed on 
a wide scale and of particular interest in 
this direction will be the use of precast 
concrete cladding units as panels of up 
to 30ft. long and 8ft. high, these being 
finished with local stone, 


Major Foundations 


With the presence, at a relatively shallow 
depth (i.e., 25ft.), of a good founding rock, 
all the major foundations have been taken 
down to bear directly on it or on mass 
concrete, thus eliminating any possible 
complications due to differential move- 
ment between such components as the 
reactors and their associated blowers and 
boilers. Further excavations which are 
nearing completion are those for the 
Goliath crane foundations. 


The excavations for the reactor founda- 
tions and turbine hall have totalled some 
150,000 cu. yd. and have been carried 
down through glacial moraine containing 
deep tongues of peat. The underlying rock 
is an extremely tough and abrasive Cam- 
brian grit, this being a siliceous, medium 


grained greywacké, known locally as the 
Rhinog series. As the natural level of 
the site varies within a 50ft. range and as 
the bedrock contours vary appreciably 
through the site, the excavations have con- 
sisted both of removing large volumes of 
boulder-strewn moraine and peat, together 
with a considerable volume of hard rock 
which has required to be blasted before 
excavation. 

A feature of some importance is the 
exposed nature of the site, which is 600ft. 
high and is surrounded by hills which form 
a high-level basin. In an area which is 
remarkable for its high annual rainfall, 
special attention has been paid to the 
provision of pumps to deal with large 


volumes of grit-laden water at various 
points round the site. 
Reactor Buildings 
The excavations for the two reactor 


foundations and the buildings in which 
they are housed each measure some 300ft. 
by 180ft. and the turbine hall excavation 
is 370ft. long by 220ft. wide, it being 
carried down below the general level to 
a depth of 18ft. In order to create a 
level plane for the buildings, a dome- 
shaped hillock, which had a maximum 
height of 20ft., was first removed by two 
54RB excavators working as a pair and 
loading to a fleet of 10 Cummins powered 
Euclid 15-ton dump trucks. The reactor 
foundations are taken down 18ft. below 
this general level, with occasional deeper 
sumps. 

Whilst the general level was excavated 
in morainal overburden, the excavations 
for the reactor foundations were taken 
down in solid rock, except for one part 
where moraine and peat occurred. The 
greywacké was drilled horizontally with 
Consolidated Pneumatic type 59 drills 
mounted on pusher legs, the maximum 
hole length being 20ft. and the general run 
of drill holes being 10ft. The explosive

used was I.C.I. polar ammon gelignite in 
jin. sticks, 

During the excavations, each 54RB was 
attended by a Caterpillar D.9 bulldozer to 
keep the fall clear and to reduce the 
amount of gathering needed by each 
excavator. Particular attention was paid 
to the maintenance of the hard facing on 
the bucket teeth and bulldozer blades; 
due to the abrasive nature of the rock, 
it was found that the hard facing required 
to be rebuilt every shift. 

The resultant grit-laden water arising 
from seepages into the excavations whilst 
earthmoving and rock excavation was in 
progress, was handled by a number of 
Sykes “Univac” pumps sited at various 
points in the excavations. The sizes in 
use range from 2in. diameter units to 4in. 
units, these being powered by Lister and 
Ruston engines. For most of the period, 
the smaller units were arranged to deliver 
to a central sump from which the slurry 
was pumped away by 4in. “Univac” pumps. 


Contractors 
This 500-MW station is being con- 
structed for the Central Electricity 


Generating Board by Atomic Power Con-

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HOUSING PROGRESS IN THE SCOTTISH 
NEW TOWNS 


Development Corporation’s Annual Reports 


“\ ITH the better control of building 

contracts arising from the 
adoption of the ‘Several Works’ form 
of contract and the appointment of a 
construction progress officer, it has been 
found possible to keep contractors more 
closely to their building programmes and 
to ensure a steady flow of new houses 
from current contracts,” state Glen- 
rothes Development Corporation in 
their annual report* for the year ended 
March 31, 1960. 

During the course of the year the 
number of houses completed at Glenrothes 
was 372, but it became evident to the 
Corporation that there was considerable 
resistance to the letting of flats or maison- 
nettes, and as a consequence an urgent 
review was made of the future programme 
from the point of view of the proportion 
of flats and maisonnettes to houses in 
general. 

Future development in the West Neigh- 
bourhood had been proposed on a basis of 
20 per cent. flats or maisonnettes while in 
the existing Auchmuty Precinct the pro- 
portion of flats was 29 per cent, with 


provision for an ultimate figure of 36 
per cent. 
After careful study the Corporation 


came to the conclusion that for the time 
being the proportion of flats and maison- 
nettes should be reduced to 10 per cent. 
in the town as a whole, but that reserve 
sites should be kept throughout the town 
for a maximum of 16} per cent. in the 
long run. The effect of this decision in

(2) the Windsor Road and Cannon Lane 
underbridges which carry the motorway 
over side roads; and (3) the Kimbers Lane 
footbridge. 

As in Buckinghamshire all the road 
bridges have been designed to carry the 
Ministry of Transport’s standard loading. 
In addition the underbridges and the Shop- 
penhangers Road bridge have also been de- 
signed to carry the abnormal load of 180 
tons. In all cases, except for the Kimbers 
Lane footbridge is was necessary, due to 
road alignments, to reduce the structural 
strength of the bridges as much as pos- 
sible. No retaining abutments are used, 
approach or land spans being provided 
instead. 

Movements due to temperature, humi- 
dity and creep effects are allowed for by 
a combination of flexible columns and 
rubber bearings on the free abutments. The 
decks are waterproofed with two layers of 
bituminous sheeting protected by a layer 
of concrete screed which also acts as a 
regulating course. The final wearing sur- 
face corresponds to that which is used on 
the adjacent carriageways. 

The Windsor Road and Cannon Lane 
underbridges consist of solid reinforced 
concrete slabs which, in the case of Can- 
non Lane, is continuous and in the case of 
Windsor Road consists of cantilevers with 
a suspended span. In both cases they are 
supported on exposed octagonal reinforced 
concrete columns and buried skeleton 
abutments which in turn are founded on 
reinforced concrete strip footings. 


The Ascot Road, Shoppenhangers Road 
and Monkey Island Lane overbridges are of 
similar design. Basically they consist of 
precast beams placed side by side support- 
ing an infilling in-situ deck slab which is 
transversely post-tensioned using Lee- 


practice had been to release certain sites 
originally reserved for flats for general 
use as housing sites, or for reservation for 
such appropriate uses as the Corporation 
may decide. It is evident, however, that 
there will be no need to build further flats 
for some considerable time as on the 
basis of the 10 per cent. figure, a balance 
of only 272 flats would be required in the 
whole of the town. It has been decided 
that approximately 200 of these will 
eventually be built in the town centre.

East Kilbride 


In general, progress has been main- 
tained at the pace already achieved, 
according to the report of the East Kil- 
bride Development Corporation. The 
population of the new town is approaching 
30,000, and during the year, 1,057 houses 
were completed, the largest number for 
any year since the Corporation began 
operations. However, because of diffi- 
culties encountered in planning the layout 
of Westwood Neighbourhood, some 
diminution of the rate of output is 
expected in the immediate future. 

Last year’s report referred to difficulties 
in concluding agreements with private 
developers for the building of houses for

McCall bars with wedge type anchorages. 
The precast beams forming the longer 
spans over the motorway are of post- 
tensioned construction using the P.S.C. 
12/.276 “* Monowire ” system. The shorter 
land spans are of reinforced concrete con- 
struction. The flat soffit effect is achieved 
by recessing the capping beams on the top 
of each exposed pier into the deck. As in 
the case of the underbridges the decks 
are supported on exposed octagonal rein- 
forced concrete columns. 

The Kimbers Lane footbridge is a con- 
tinuous reinforced concrete construction. 
Due to the continuity of the ramp and 
deck construction it is founded on cast 
in-situ bored piles founded in the chalk 
below the overlying clay in order to avoid 
differential settlement of the structure. 

The sides of all the bridges in the Berk- 
shire section, except Kimber Lane, will be 
faced with precast exposed aggregate facing 
panels, using Mountsorrel granite aggre- 
gate. The embankment/cutting slopes 
under the bridges will be paved with a 
combination of exposed flint aggregate and 
Stoneycombe limestone exposed aggregate 
facing panels. 


Railway Bridge 


Construction work in Berkshire was 
actually begun in 1939, but was stopped 
during the following year, and all the 
structures which were commended at that 
time are now being completed to designs 
prepared by the county council. One of 
these is a bridge of three spans over the 
Western Region railway line. 

The side spans of this bridge are 
36ft. 9in. and the centre span it 73ft. 10in., 
measured on the skew. These spans are 
carried on fixed bearings at each abutment 
and on one deflection and one combined 
expansion and deflection joint at the 
trestles. The structure consists of six 
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sale at Birniehill first and second develop. 
ments. These difficulties were overcome 
during the course of the year and the con- 
struction of 21 houses by Geo. Wimpey 
and Co., Ltd., and 26 houses by Varney 
(Glasgow), Ltd., has been approved. 

The Corporation have also received ap- 
proval to the construction by them, as 
an experiment, of 18 houses for sale at 
Calderwood tenth development. These 
will be detached houses of five and six 
apartments in the price range £3,500/ 
£4,000. Calderwood tenth development 
will include a substantial number of four- 
and five-apartment semi-detached houses 
which the Corporation propose to offer 
for sale at prices in the region of £2,500/ 
£3,000. 

Further consideration has been given 
to the problem of variety in the design 
of houses in the new town and, with that 
end in view, the Corporation have ap- 
proved the construction of 112 flats at 
The Murray eighth development, compris- 
ing features new to the town. The blocks 
will be of four-storey cross-wall construc- 
tion with non-structural panel infilling, and 
the flats will be provided with underfloor 
electrical heating and fitted with drying 
cabinets. 

Cumbernauld 


Cumbernauld Development Corporation 
report that at March 31, 1960, 401 houses 
were completed and 539 were under con- 
struction. Site servicing commenced for 
further developments totalling 630 houses 
and plans were approved for an additional 
682 houses, of which 511 are included in 
the first two housing sites on the south 
side of the town at Carbrain. 

Proceeding is the planning of the post- 
graduate research project on housing lay- 
out and design which is being carried out 
by Professor Robert Matthew, head of 
the Department of Architecture of the 
University of Edinburgh, in collaboration 
with the Nuffield Trust. 

During the year discussions were held 
on the policy of including high blocks of 
dwellings which are an essential feature 
of the overall Cumbernauld plan. 


longitudinal plate girders carrying trans- 
verse rolled steel joists, which in turn 
carry a 9in. reinforced concrete deck. All 
steelwork had been erected prior to the 
war. 

It was found necessary to redesign the 
original deck and to strengthen the trans- 
verse beams to suit modern loading con- 
ditions. The transverse beams were 
strengthened by welding plates to the top 
and bottom flanges. Main girders were 
found not to need alteration. Owing to 
the omission of footpaths and cycle tracks 
the overall width of the bridge has been 
reduced and the outer beams on each side 
are to be removed on completion of the 
new deck. 3 

To provide the necessary headroom oi 
16ft. for future electrication the bridge 
had first to be raised 16in. This was done 
in June, 1959, early one Sunday morning 
without line occupation. Hydraulic jacks 
were provided at all girder bearings and 
the whole structure was raised in stages 
of approximately 2in. Temporary pack- 
ings were provided at all stages to guard 
against failure on any one jack. The actual 
operation of lifting and insertion of new 
stools took about five hours. 

Other works in the Berkshire section 
include a reinforced concrete two-hinged 
portal subway for pedestrians to replace 
Cox Green Road which is severed by the 
by-pass, and modifications to flood cul- 
verts which were constructed before the 
war. At Monkey Island Lane two culverts 
replace two smaller culverts constructed 
prewar. Reconstruction was necessary 
because of increased waterway require- 
ments and also because of the provision 
of approach embankments to Monkey Lane 
Bridge, previously no bridge was envisaged 
at this point. 

The estimated cost of the Berkshire sec-

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COVENTRY CIVIC AERODROME DEVELOPMENT 
Construction of Soil-Cement Runway 


HE first phase of a comprehensive 
development scheme, comprising 
the construction of a 5,300ft. long 
paved runway, is about to be completed 
at Coventry Civic Aerodrome, Baginton. 
The development scheme is to be under- 
taken in four stages and will provide 
the city with a modern airport capable 
of attracting and servicing a _ high 
intensity of passenger and freight air 
traffic. 

The construction of the aerodrome at 
Baginton was begun in 1935 by Coventry 
Corporation, when land previously occu- 
pied by an obsolete sewage farm was 
levelled and graded, and an all grass land- 
ing field was laid down over an area of 
some 387 acres. 

During the war years the aerodrome was 
used for military purposes and, since 1946, 
has been licensed for civil flying. Although 
during this period the excellent quality of 
the turf has sustained a large volume of 
air traffic, the riding characteristics of the 
grass landing strips have been found to be 
growing less suitable for modern aircraft 
on scheduled services. 


Phases of Development 


The primary need in the first stage of 
development is therefore the provision of 
paved runways. Since meteorological 
records indicated that 98 per cent. usage is 
possible in the main landing direction, a 
single main runway is being constructed 
at present in this direction. The secon- 
dary landing directions will be main- 
tained on grass until a paved secondary 
runway is built in the next stage of 
development. 

This first phase consists essentially of 
the construction of a paved runway 5,300ft. 
long and 150ft. wide, linked with the 
present Terminal Area by means of a 
paved taxiway 400ft. long and 60ft. wide. 
It also includes the provision of runway, 
taxiway and approach lighting. 

Successive phases of development en- 
visage: (stage 2) construction of a second- 
ary runway, 4,300ft. long and 150ft. wide, 
and a full perimeter track 60ft. wide: 
(stage 3) construction of a new terminal 
building, additional hangars and extensive 
aprons, and a new approach road and car 
parking facilities; and (stage 4) the ultimate 
extension of the main runway to a length 
of 9,000ft. 


Runway Design and Construction 


A soil-cement runway was considered to 
be a suitable form of construction on this 
stable and easily drained sandy gravel sub- 
soil. An extensive site investigation was 
made over the whole area, followed by 
soil-cement laboratory tests. Maximum 


dry densities of between 124-134lb./cu. ft. 
with optimum moisture contents of 7 per 
cent.-10 per cent. were established and 
soil-cement cylinders made with varying 
percentages of Portland and extra rapid 
hardening cement (ordinary Portland 
cement with 2 per cent. calcium chloride). 
Cylinders made with ordinary Portland 
cement gave lower strengths than had been 
anticipated; but strengths of up to 600Ib./ 
sq. in. at seven days were achieved using 
8 per cent. cement by weight of extra 
rapid hardening cement. This was due to 
organic contamination by previous use of 


the laying of a third 6in. processed layer. 
It has also been found necessary to open a 
small borrow pit to provide additional 
premix material for this area and for a 
“fill” area. The final designed runway 
profile has a single end to end gradient of 
1:3,167, which is of course, excellent 
for landing and taking off. The crossfall 
of the runway is 1:80 graded from one 
edge to within 16ft. of the other edge. 
The channel running down one edge of 
the runway is 16ft. wide and will contain 
gulleys spaced at 100ft. intervals. In view 


of the high cost of carrying the run-off to

the site over a long period for irrigation of 
sewage. 

Laboratory C.B.R. tests gave values of 
between 16 per cent. and 60 per cent. 
over the greater part of the runway area, 
these values being slightly lower for the 
soaked condition. The minimum design 
loading for the runway was fixed at L.C.N. 
45 for the air traffic that is expected to 
use the aerodrome. Allowing for a mini- 
mum C.B.R. value of 13 per cent. in the 
sub-base, the flexible paving thickness for 
this L.C.N. is 15in. and this is made up as 
follows: lin. wearing course of hot-rolled 
asphalt; 2in. base course of hot-rolled 
asphalt; 6in. top layer of soil-cement (plant 
mixed, spread and compacted); and 6in. 
bottom layer soil-cement (processed in situ 
and compacted by mix-in-place single pass 
train). 

The longitudinal levels of the paved run- 
way were fixed with an aim to balance 
excavation and fill. However, during the 
subsequent excavation work an area of 
unstable formation was found, necessitating 


an outfall and of the high permeability of 
the subsoil, it was decided to dispose of 
the run-off by soakage. Soakaway shafts 
3ft. in diameter and llft. deep have there- 
fore been sunk 80ft. away from the runway 
edge at each gulley position. 

The completed runway will have full 
daylight surface markings, high and low 
intensity edge lighting, and threshold light- 
ing. The approach lighting will consist of 
extended centre-line high and low intensity 
lighting with cross bars. The electrical 
installations will be carried out by the 
City Engineer’s department. 

The whole of the work has been designed 
in the office of the City Engineer and 
Surveyor, Mr. Granville Berry, M.I.C.E., 
M.I.Mun.E. 


Control Tests 


Control tests are carried out both by 
the site laboratory and by the City Analyst

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FINDING MORE LAND FOR 
DEVELOPMENT 


Minister’s Advice to Planning Authorities 


N a circular to local planning authorities, 
Mr. Henry’ Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
stressed the importance of securing the 
more intensive use of urban land, and 
has asked those planning authorities which 
have not already done so to consider now 
whether they need to allocate more land 
for housing and other development. He 
says that his Department would welcome 
discussions with officers of planning 
authorities in whose areas land for develop- 
ment is becoming a problem. 

The Minister asks planning authorities 
for the towns to encourage conversion of 
suitable property into flats, and, where 
appropriate, the redevelopment at high 
densities of older residential areas of low 
density. In reviewing their development 
plan they should review their general 
standards of density, and in dealing with 
applications for planning permission, they 
should ensure that proposed development 
makes adequate use of the land, “ bearing 
in mind the demand for more and more 
houses and flats and the great change in 
social customs which no longer favour 
big houses and gardens.” 


Land within Green Belt 


Where a green belt has been established 
or proposed, “it must be matched by 
adequate provision for balanced and com- 
pact development elsewhere.” This means 
using land within the green belt to its 
full capacity and selecting adequate land 
for development beyond _it—avoiding 
wherever possible good agricultural land. 

It is important, the circular goes on, 
when selecting land beyond the green belt 
for development, for planning authorities 
concerned to keep in close touch with the 
authorities of the crowded areas from 
which the demand is likely to arise. The 
Department has already arranged a number 
of conferences, on a regional basis, for 
areas where these problems arise; it pro- 
poses to arrange further similar con- 
ferences in the near future and will help 
in any other way it can to promote co- 
ordination between planning authorities. 

“The aim,” says the circular, “should 
be to encourage employment as well as 
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people to move out from the large cities 
to places beyond the green belt. Planning 
authorities should therefore ensure that 
sufficient land is reserved for future factory 
and office building, even if there is little 
demand for land for these purposes at 
present.” 

Planning authorities are asked to pre- 
vent waste of land, and to ask owners of 
land which for no apparent reason is 
unused whether it is still needed by them 
for the use assigned to it by the develop- 
ment plan and if not whether it can be 
made available for development. It is 
pointed out that there are opportunities 
also in some parts of the country fo1 
restoring derelict land. 

In another section of the circular the 
Minister draws attention to the review o° 
development plans, which were prepared 
to cover a period of about 20 years (as 
originally recommended). He thinks it 
desirable that the plans should continue 
to cover a period of 20 years and that 
accordingly in the process of review they 
should be extended to cover land alloca- 
tions up to 1981. Unless this is done the 
plans would have little value as a guide 
for future development, and the Minister 
suggests to planning authorities how and 
at what stages the plans should be so 
extended. 


N.F.B.T.E. Urges Action 


Prompt action by planning authorities 
on the Minister’s circular is urged by the 


National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. 
The Federation hope that planning 


authorities will lose no time in deciding 
whether more land in their respective 
areas can be allocated to housing purposes. 
They believe that it will be too late if this 
is left until development plans are reviewed 
and approved in the ordinary way. 

The Federation stress the importance, 
in relation to the size of the future housing 
programme, of that part of the Minister's 
circular which recognises that where green 
belts restrict development planning, 
authorities must make constructive pro- 
posals to provide developers with alter- 
native areas where they may build.

4;-MILE TUNNEL 


TUNNEL of over 8ft. diameter, 

4% miles long, is to be driven 
150ft. below ground between Staines 
and Hanworth, Middlesex, for the 
Metropolitan Water Board. It will 
supply Kempton Park and Hampton 
works, and also the filtration works at 
Ashford Common with additional water 
from the Staines and Queen Mary 
reservoirs. 

Edmund Nuttall, Sons and Co. (London), 
Ltd., who have been awarded the contract 
for this work, expect to complete over 300ft. 
of finished tunnel per week so that the 
tunnel should be ready for use by the end 
of 1962. A mechanical digger shield of 
the latest drum type will be used to drive 
the tunnel. 

Mr. W. M. Lloyd Roberts, M.I.C.E., chief 
engineer of the Metropolitan Water Board, 
who is responsible for the design and 
supervision of the work, has selected the 
use of wedge block pre-cast segments for 
the lining of the tunnel. Twelve concrete 
segments, including the wedge block which 
is driven in longitudinally at the crown 
of the tunnel, form a complete ring. These 
segments weigh less than 3cwt. each and 


can be rapidly assembled by hand. The 
contractors are erecting a special factory at 
the site equipped with the necessary heat- 
ing arrangements for rapid curing to manu- 
facture the 150,000 segments that will be 
required.

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R.LC.S. DEVOTE ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


HE 1960 annual conference of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors being held this week at 
Bangor is devoted to education, the 
theme of the conference being ‘‘Educa- 
tion for the Surveyor’s Profession.” 

At the opening session yesterday, Wed- 
nesday, the principal addresses were given 
by Sir John Wolfenden, C.B.E., vice- 
chancellor of the University of Reading, 
and Mr. A. A. Part, C.B., M.B.E., a deputy 
secretary in the Ministry of Education. 
Today, Mr. Henry W. Wells, C.B.E., 
F.R.I.C.S., will introduce the report of the 
Special (Review of Educational Policy) 
Committee of the Institution. This report, 
together with the principal address, will 
form the subject-matter for discussion at 
the conference. 


Professions Endangered 


“ As education, in the full-time sense, is 
more widely spread, so inevitably there 
will be fewer and fewer people available 
to do the unexciting and distasteful jobs,” 
Sir John Wolfenden told the Conference. 


He was speaking on “Educating the 
Future Citizen.” 

“T see a danger that a new sort of 
snobbery may begin to show itself,” he 


went on. “I suspect that the objective 
nowadays is not so much a white-collar 
job in an office as a white-coat job in a 
laboratory.””. The greater the appeal of 
the technologist’s laboratory the less would 
be the appeal of the professions. 

The young at present were enjoying all 
the advantages of a seller’s market. This 
could well be a contributing factor to all 
the restlessness, the arrogance and even 
the lawlessness of the rising generation. 

It was a commonplace that after any 
major war there was a sharp rise in the 
birth-rate; and this phenomenon was pre- 
sent today, under its nickname of “ The 
Bulge.” Not only did “ The Bulge” pro- 
vide more children, but “The Trend” 
now made a higher proportion than ever 
before stay at school to qualify for sixth- 
form studies and, ultimately, for places in 
universities. 

In recent years, it was likely that a 
considerable potential contribution to the 
educated population of the country had 
been lost by reason of a drift away from 
the schools at 15 or 16 by boys and girls 
who could have benefited from longer 
schooling. If this was so, it was encourag- 
ing that “* The Trend” was keeping many 
more of them at school for longer. 

Sir John thought that the consequences 
of Bulge and Trend for the professions 
were not easy to foretell. He had read 
the Report of the Special (Review of 
Educational Policy) Committee of The 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
with the greatest interest and admiration. 
It was a remarkably thorough, careful and 
comprehensive document. On the tech- 
nical aspects of it he had no right to an 
opinion, but on some of its more general 
aspects he thought that there might be an 
honest and legitimate difference of opinion. 

He agreed with the Report’s view that 
the standard of entrants to the profession 
Should be progressively raised, but he was 
not certain how this could best be done. 
“I know that in your profession you want 
young men coming forward who are both 
culturally and vocationally of the highest 
possible educational standard. Of course 
you do. So does everybody else,” he said. 

The accepted view was that the Univer- 
sity population was to be doubled within 
the next 10 years, that Colleges of Ad- 
vanced Technology were to be increased 
In quantity and quality, and that teachers’ 
training colleges—with a three-year instead 
of a two-year course—were to be multiplied 
manifold. “I wonder, sometimes, if there

really can be all that many more who will 
qualify for higher education, however 
active Bulge and Trend may be going to 
be,” said Sir John. 

He was sure that there was a case for 
optimism in certain professions. There 
would undoubtedly be more and more 
boys and girls in the future who would 
reach the proper standard of qualification 
for those callings which demanded both a 
reasonable scholastic standard and a 
reasonable standard of practical ability. 
The Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors should make sure that, in the com- 
petition that there would inevitably be for 
these young men and women, they got 
their fair share. 


“ G.C.E. Dangerous Master” 


To assess what was a “reasonable 
scholastic standard ” required a great deal 
of serious thought, said Sir John. The 
G.C.E. examination was as good a yard- 
stick as any other, but he suggested that 
though the G.C.E. was a splendid servant 
it could be a dangerous master. Each 
profession should deliberately decide what 
the G.C.E. should be required to demon- 
strate or to guarantee about each pro- 
spective entrant to that particular pro- 
fession. 

The danger was that one set of require- 
ments, appropriate enough to, say, Uni- 
versity admission, might be taken over 
by a profession for which University re- 
quirements were irrelevant. The R.I.C.S. 
should decide what it wanted of a sur- 
veyor, without bothering what others might 
think appropriate for a University student 
or a lawyer or an accountant. One of the 
major problems was how far these re- 
quirements should be of a vocational kind 
and how far they ought to guarantee some 
sort of general education. 


“ Professions Servants of Public ” 


“The professions are a great force in 
modern society,” said Mr. A. A. Part in 
his address entitled “* Education for the 
Professions.” ‘ Because this is so, they 
have a duty to explain their activities to 
the public. This is necessary not just as 
an aid to recruitment or to the financial 
prosperity of a profession, but as a safe- 
guard of democracy. For, if democracy is 
to be respected, the professions must think 
of themselves as the servants of the public 
and not their masters.” 

Earlier in his address, Mr. Part said that 
a professional man must be concerned with 
work that had a substantial intellectual 
content if he was to be distinguished from 
the technician or the craftsman. Mastery 
of concepts and principles was at least as 
important as knowledge of detail. 

Professions vied with each other in im- 
proving their education and _ training 
arrangements. This was splendid so long 
as standards were genuinely related to the 
work of the profession, and were not 
raised simply for the sake of competitive 
prestige. 


The need to master principles reflected 
the need for both a good general education 
and an ever stronger academic element in 
professional education. It was for each 
profession to decide what it considered 
to be a good general education. In doing 
so they would do well to bear in mind, as 
The Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors had done, the strong trend towards 
staying longer at school. 

Between 1951 and 1958 the passes in 
most subjects at G.C.E. Advanced Level 
had increased by anything from 50 per 
cent. to 100 per cent., and between 1958 
and the middle 1960’s the numbers in the 
sixth forms in England and Wales were 
expected to double. 

Mr. Part did not 


think that any pro- 


fession should be content for much longer 
with recruiting the bulk of its intake from 
boys whose general education had not 
gone beyond G.C.E, Ordinary Level. “ But 
whatever plans are made to take advantage 
of the rapidly growing number of sixth- 
formers and university graduates, it is im- 
portant not to close the door to students 
who have left school earlier,” he said. 
“ Many of them acquire a fresh educational 
impetus under the stimulus of their jobs.” 

It was sometimes said that correspon- 
dence courses and evening courses were a 
good test of character, and that the number 
of students who failed was a measure of 
success in maintaining standards. “I sug- 
gest that there are ways of testing character 
and maintaining professional standards 
that do not involve such a massive waste 
of human effort and educational expendi- 
ture,” he said. “Is it not more profitable 
to take greater care over initial selection 
and to place the emphasis on helping 
students to succeed rather than threaten- 
ing them with the consequences of 
failure?” 


Abolishing Correspondence Courses 


The increasing complexity of technical 
knowledge had led to a growing apprecia- 
tion that more time was seonal for 
academic study if a candidate for pro- 
fessional status was to do more than cram 
himself with a lot of knowledge. He ex- 
pressed the hope that The Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors would soon 
move towards a situation where corres- 
pondence courses for those aiming at pro- 
fessional status could be abolished. 

Mr. Part thought that sandwich courses 
might well suit surveying. These had be- 
come _ increasingly popular—in 1956 
there were only 1,400 sandwich course 
students in England and Wales, but the 
total had now risen to over 9,000. 


A project which had occupied much of 
the time of the Ministry of Education 
during the last two or three years was the 
London County Council’s proposal to 
establish a College of Architecture and 
Advanced Building Technologies as part 
of a major re-organisation of the Poly- 
technic, Regent Street. This would run 
full-time or sandwich courses in surveying, 
architecture, building, building engineer- 
ing services, civil engineering, and town 
planning. Most of these would be at Dip- 
loma in Technology (i.e., honours degree) 
level, and it was planned that the college 
would also develop post-graduate and re- 
search work. ‘“ Thus, for the first time 
in this country, all the partners in building 
will be brought together during their 
education,” said Mr. Part. 


He had much to say in praise of the 
Report of the Special (Review of Educa- 
tional Policy) Committee of The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. In 
particular he welcomed the interesting sug- 
gestion that the admission to the Institu- 
tion of a candidate should be conditional 
upon the employer giving an undertaking 
that the candidate would receive adequate 
practical experience as part of his train- 
ing. He also agreed that it was desirable 
that more senior members of the profes- 
sion should help with the teaching of sur- 
veying in colleges. 

Turning to the relations between tech- 
nical colleges and professional institutions, 
Mr. Part said that teachers preferred to be 
allowed to do their own job in their own 
way, and the best of them did their best 
work when there was no external control 
over the syllabus. “ That is one reason,” 
he said, “ why the universities so greatly 
prize their academic freedom and why, at 
the other end of the scale, the infants’ 
schools are in many ways the most suc- 
cessful part of our educational system.”

OLYMPICS GIVE 
ROME THREE NEW 


BUILDINGS 


Unusual Features in 


Nervi-Designed Structures 


[)ESIGNED by Professor Pier Luigi 

Nervi for the 1960 Olympic 
Games, three reinforced concrete struc- 
tures of exceptional architectural merit 
have been added to the aesthetic wealth 
of Rome. 

The three buildings are the Flaminio 
Stadium, the Palazzo dello Sport, and the 
Palazzetto dello Sport. All are built of 
reinforced concrete and incorporate many

interesting design and engineering features. 

Standing on the site of the old 
Nazionale Stadium at the via Tiziano, the 
Flaminio Stadium accommodates 50,000 
people, comprising 30,000 standing and 
20,000 seated, half the number being under 
cover, These numbers have been achieved 
despite a condition of the tender specifica- 
tion that the new stadium should not 
occupy a greater overall area than the old 
structure.

The stadium is entirely constructed of 
reinforced concrete, as is the canopy which 
shelters one of its long sides. The stands 
are formed with main supports of two- 
hinged portals with extended cantilevers 
upwards to the rear; they are constructed 
on 33ft.-long Franki piles with diameters 
of 2lin. and 134in., capable of carrying 
respectively 90 and 55 tons, Surrounding 
the stadium below the portals are four 
gymnasiums and a swimming pool, each 
with its own entrance, changing rooms 
with baths, toilets and cloakrooms, and 
its own central heating equipment, as well 
as offices, first-aid rooms, public cloak- 
rooms, stores and press rooms. 


The four gymnasiums are designed re- 
spectively for gymnastics (115ft. long and 
divisible into two), fencing, heavy athletics, 
weight-lifting and boxing; these last are 
from 46ft. to 52ft. long. The swimming 
pool itself is 82ft. long by 33ft. wide— 
sufficient for practice lengths for Olympics, 
though without the width for actual 
events. A spectators’ gallery runs along 
one side of the pool. 


Cantilevered Gallery 


An unusual feature in the planning of 
the stadium is the external access gallery 
cantilevered from the rear portal columns, 
which surrounds the entire perimeter, on 
a lower level round the ends to give access 
to the standing places, and higher along 
the sides, leading to the seats. Staircases 
of bent planes of concrete lead from one 
level to the other and down to the ground; 
in addition broad staircases 17ft. 6in. wide 
lead directly to the entrances of the various 
sections of the stadium, all of which have 
their own bars, cloakrooms and toilets. 


Ninety-two main portals supporting the 
stands are spaced approximately 19ft. 
apart. In order to make the maximum use 
of the under-seat space, they all have an 
identical span between columns, the varia- 
tion in height of the stands coming from 
the extended cantilevers of the upper arm. 
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The portals are joined by transverse secon- 
dary beams and the precast seat units 
which span between them. These units are 
of two types: one, U-shaped, which is 
the structural member, has the secondary 
function of collecting rainwater, and the 
rainwater channel in the interior of the 
U has been waterproofed with alternate 
layers of glass wool and cold asphalt and 
sand; the ecther, carried upon it, forms 
the actual seat and foot rest. The lower, 


structural, units were made monolithic 
with the portals and with each other by 
projecting reinforcement and _ in-situ 
concrete. 


Canopy Design 


Another interesting feature is the simple 
canopy which shelters the covered seats. 
This is a double cantilever poised on a 
raking support formed of a steel tube filled 
with concrete. From this the front half 
of the canopy cantilevers 47ft. 9in. forward 
and the rear 40ft. 6in. backwards to be 
held at the top of the cantilevered portal 
arm. The forward thrust of the raking 
central support is restrained by a slim 
horizontal reinforced concrete tie linking 
the head of the support to the top of the 
portal arm, 

The canopy 


was constructed in two 
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ing units, which form the visible underside 
of the stands are also left without any 
subsequent treatment. They are cast in 
ferro-cemento moulds to a smooth regular 
finish and the horizontal grooved joints 
between units make the soffit’s only 
decoration. The seat units themselves 
have a finish of exposed aggregate applied 
by the transfer method, bush-hammered 
for the foot rests and polished smooth for 
the seats. 

The soffit of the canopy is similarly left 
as from the forms, smooth in the precast 
front units, lightly board-marked in the 
back slab. Staircase walls are faced with 
thin panels of bush-hammered travertine, 
and travertine panels also face the external 
walls around the base of the building. 

Internal finishes in the various rooms 
below the stands are plaster, paint and 
tiling. 

The entire work of demolishing the old 
stadium and completing the new took 18 
months—from June, 1957, to December, 
1958. It was complicated by the fact that 
the games area had to be left in use during 
the entire period and the approach roads 
had also to be free for public access. A 
central mixing plant was therefore set up 
for the in-situ concrete just outside the 
southern end of the stadium and the con-

sections: the rear portion consists of re- 
inforced concrete beams carrying a soffit 
slab, both cast in situ; the front portion 
is formed of a series of V-section units 
flattened to the tip and precast in ferro- 
cemento, light thin-section reinforced con- 
crete formed of layers of wire mesh 
injected and coated with cement and 
mortar. Their weight is further reduced 
by a series of round glazed apertures in 
each side of the V, which have the addi- 
tional function of lighting the seats below, 
during after-dark events, by fluorescent 
tubes in the base of the V. 

A radio and television box is provided 
at the centre of the covered side above 
the central official seats. It is a light glass- 
walled metal structure carried at the front 
on raking supports coinciding with those 
of the canopy and at the back by the main 
portals. 

The finish of the 
depended largely upon the fine quality 
of the natural concrete. The main portals, 
left everywhere visible, were cast against 
timber formwork made up of narrow care- 
fully prepared boards, and they were left 
as they came from the forms, except for 
a very light sand-blasting, sufficient to 
remove any small superficial defects while 
leaving the board marks clearly visible. 

Soffits of the U-shaped structural seat- 


whole _ structure 


crete was pumped to near the point of 
placing, through pipes placed along the 
base of the stands and growing progres- 
sively longer up to a maximum of approxi- 
mately 650ft. These pipes discharged into 
the skips of two travelling cranes which 
placed the concrete in the forms. 

A casting yard for the precast elements 
was similarly set up at the southern end 
of the stadium and casting of the precast 
units proceeded while the portals and other 
in-situ work were being constructed, so 
that no time was lost. 

Professor Nervi’s architect son Antonio 
Nervi collaborated in the design of this 
structure. The Impresa Ingg. Nervi and 
Bartoli were contractors for the whole 
scheme. 


Palazzo dello Sport 


Numbered among the finest of Nervi’s 
buildings, the Palazzo dello Sport, with 
its 330ft. diameter flattened dome, is situ- 
ated at the crest of a slight hill at the 
centre of the E.U.R. exhibition ground 
outside Rome. 

The building, which is designed for 
tennis, basketball and boxing events, has 
accommodation for 14,000 spectators in 
three banks of seats, with another 2,000 
at the ringside during boxing events. 
Gallery foyers surround the building on 
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each level. To reduce the total height, the 
arena is below ground, with the top of 
the lowest bank of seats at ground level, 
The main official entrances are to the 
second bank of seats, reached by monu- 
mental external staircases, The topmost 
bank of seats is designed as a balcony; its 
top floor cantilevers outwards, roofing the 
main gallery, and itself forming the upper 
gallery. The curved underside is con- 
structed of precast reverse-box-shaped 
ferro-cemento units, the ribs of which give 
a lotus-like pattern to the gallery ceiling, 


Dome Interior 


Structurally, the interior of the dome is 
similar to that of the first exhibition hall 
in Turin—rows of precast V-shaped ferro- 
cemento units placed side by side to form 
corrugations varying in depth from lft, 
at the crown to 4ft. at the edge, with in-situ 
reinforced concrete ribs in the ridges and 
valleys. Units are pierced to provide light, 
ventilation and sound absorption; lighting 
placed in the valleys reflects off the white 
acoustic lining of the units and gives a 
diffused light throughout the hall. Precast 
concrete slabs span between the tops of 
the V-units, made homogeneous with them 
by the in-situ concrete at the ridges. The 
whole external surface of the dome will 
finally be covered with aluminium. 

The thrust of the dome is taken by 
fan-shaped buttresses, three corrugations 
converging to form each “fan,” which 
springs from the topmost gallery. Restraint 
comes from the inner column supports to 
the uptilted gallery roof. An expansion 
joint between the precast dome units and 
the in-situ fan members provides for 
thermal movement in the dome. From the 
“fans” the load is taken down to the 
foundations on columns splayed at a 
slightly narrower angle. Between the first 
and second galleries these columns have 
a twisted section, with a reverse taper on 
opposite sides. 

Delicate peripheral columns surrounding 
the upper gallery were precast to their 
shape in one piece, in ferro-cemento forms, 
as were all the seats. 

The whole construction, including the 
foundations, was completed in 13 months; 
the dome itself being built in 2} months, 
Nervi and Bartoli were in this case con- 
tractors solely for the structure, the total 
cost of which amounted to approximately 
£350,000. 


Palazzetto dello Sport 


As the name implies, the Palazzetto 
dello Sport is the smaller of the two sport 
palaces, and is situated not far from the 
Flaminio Stadium. The design is essen- 
tially that of a “big top” in concrete, held 
by concrete guy ropes. 

Owing its general design to Annibale 
Vitelozzi, and its reinforced concrete 
design to Pier Luigi Nervi, the Palazzetto 
was planned for the display of all sports 
which take place under cover. For boxing 
and wrestling matches it will hold 5,000 
spectators, and 4,000 for other sports. 

Accommodation provided includes bars, 
cloakrooms, lavatories and first-aid posts 
for the public, four groups of changing 
rooms, administrative offices and a press 
room. There is also a caretaker’s flat, 
two storerooms and a transformer room, 
and in the semi-basement are the heating, 
cooling and air-conditioning plants. 

The 51,500 sq. ft. area of the building is 
covered with a 200ft. diameter dome 
carried on 36 supports, each a low raking 
Y, continuing the line of the roof; a second 
vertical leg, tapering down from the fork 
of the Y, makes these in-situ concrete units 
self-supporting. 


Circular Foundation Beam 


A circular prestressed concrete founda- 
tion beam 8ft. wide and 267ft. in diameter 
finally restrains the thrust of the dome 
through the supports. 

Besides transmitting to the foundations 
the load from the dome and its self-weight, 
the supports are designed to resist hori- 
zontal forces due to wind pressure. 

The foundation beam is prestressed on 
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the Freyssinet system with two layers of 
seven cables, overlapping and anchored at 
the foot of each support. It is constructed 
on a 4in. thick bed of lean concrete 
covered with 2in. of sand and a layer of 
bituminised paper. This beam reduces 
the load on the ground to 0.365 tons per 
sq. ft. The elastic deformation due to 
loss of prestress caused by the pressure of 
the dome amounts to an increase of 
approximately jin. 

The supports were cast against carefully 
designed timber formwork and then left 
as they came from the forms; the combi- 
nation of good concrete with the strong 
timber markings gives them a look of 
fine, taut strength. 

A total of 1,620 precast concrete units 
make up the dome. 

The division of the roof into precast 
elements is a function of its structure— 
a structure both simple, practical, and of 
proved economy—but the actual shape of 
the units may be, and was, designed to 
suit purely aesthetic requirements: it is 
the interplay of the diamond-shaped sec- 
tions of this roof, narrowing to the apex 
and broadening to the base, to end as 
triangles tapering to meet the converging 
supports, that gives this dome its grace. 

Ferro-cemento Units 

The units were precast on the site, on 
forms which were in their turn made 
on a template which reproduced exactly 
a section of the dome—in this case the 


section contained between two supports, 
or 1/36 of the whole. The forms were 
concrete-made with a _ regular smooth 


surface which gave a perfect finish to 
the soffit of the box-shaped units, which 
are lin. thick and made of ferro-cemento. 
The ferro-cemento in this case was pro- 
duced with 0.2in. wire arranged in both 
directions for reinforcement, with a double 
layer of mesh weighing just over IIb. 
per sq. yd. The topmost rings of units 
have additional reinforcement in the form 
of 0.6in. and 0.9in. bars. Projection of 
the reinforcing wires from the sides of 
the units assists in uniting them structurally 
with the in-situ concrete placed in the 
channels between them, and as a screed 
over the top, this in-situ screed being 
further reinforced with 0.3in. steel, placed 
concentrically and radially. The total 
thickness of the completed roof, including 
units and screed, is 43in. 

Construction of the building began in 
July, 1956, and was completed in September 
of the next year. Construction of the actual 
dome took 40 days, several of which were 
lost through bad weather, 
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The units were being cast while the 
foundations and the supports were being 
constructed, and work was progressive 
throughout: the screed reinforcement and 
the surface screed itself were placed as 
soon as a section of dome units was in 
position and while placing of the remainder 
of the units was still in progress. 

Erection of Units 

Erected by means of two cranes, one 
at the centre and one working round the 
periphery, the units were placed on a 
series of concentric rails fixed directly to 
the tubular steel scaffolding, and so 
arranged that a unit rested on two rails, 
top and bottom. 

The dome was calculated as a mem- 
brane; on its completion and the removal 
of the formwork and temporary supports 
the static behaviour of the structure was 
checked by means of strain gauges placed 
in the fork of the Y-supports. These 
readings showed the perfect “centring” of 
the loads and, incidentally, confirmed the 
accuracy of the preliminary calculations. 
Similarly, the loss of prestress in the 
foundation beam, when checked on the 
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removal of the formwork, agreed exactly 
with theoretical assumptions. 

Inside the building, the tiers of seats are 
of in-situ concrete. The designers had 
wished to precast them and they do, in 
fact, lack the fine detailing they might 
otherwise have had. Together they form 
on plan two crescents, giving the arena 
its oval shape. The arena floor itself is 
3ft. 3in. below ground level; from arena 
to roof apex is a height of 69ft. 

The arena is lit by a double ring of pro- 
jectors at the centre of the dome. General 
lighting is indirect, from 18 metal bowls 
suspended from the roof by almost 
invisible steel wires. 

Outside the building, the space between 
the supports is laid out with lawns and 
flower borders; a concrete road encircles 
it, and leads by two approaches to the via 
Tiziano, to ensure easy access. 

The total cost of the completed building, 
including all equipment, amounted to less 
than £155,000. 

The work of construction was carried 
out under the auspices of C.O.N.I. (the 
Italian Olympic Games Committee); the 
contractors were Nervi and Bartoli.

COMPRESSED AIR SOLVES TRADE WASTE 
PROBLEM IN ATHENS 


(THE recent growth of Athens brought 
/ the tanneries of Cavada Brothers, 
Ltd., within an inhabited area, and the 
firm was requested by the city hygiene 
department to purify the effluents from 
the factory before they were discharged 
into the municipal sewage system. 

At first, the company tried to filter their 
trade wastes, but without success. Next, 
chemical purification assisted by mechani- 


cal agitation was attempted, but was 
abandoned because oxidation was not 
complete, corrosion resulted in heavy 


maintenance costs, and enormous power 
was needed to drive the agitation 
machinery. 

Atlas Copco Greece, Ltd., suggested the 
use of compressed air as a_ purifying 
medium, and with the agreement of the 
chief chemical engineer of the tannery, the 
firm helped him to design two large con- 
crete tanks each of 5,250 cu. ft. capacity. 
Compressed air mains were connected to 
the bottom conical orifices of these tanks. 

The tannery effluent is pumped into the 
tanks and mixed with chloride of lime and 
chromate salts. The mixture is agitated 


for six hours by compressed air. The 
mixture is left to settle until the cone of 
the tanks is filled with precipitate and the 
water above is odourless and pure. Pre- 
cipitation period is between one and two 
hours. The compressed air not only agi- 
tates the water/chemical mixture, but also 
provides oxygen for complete oxidation. 

After settlement, the purified effluent is 
piped off to the sewage main and the pre- 
cipitate stored in an underground tank 
and removed periodically for dumping in 
an unpopulated part of the countryside 
outside the city. 

The air is conveyed from the air re- 
ceiver to the tanks by a jin. pipe ending 
in a jin. copper hoop (one inside each 
tank) perforated with eight 4 mm. holes.

The additions, to in- 
clude modern electrical furnaces, will take 
about three years to complete.

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GLUED LAMINATED TIMBER 
CONSTRUCTION 


Call for Higher Working Stresses 


F Britain is to develop glued 

laminated timber construction on 

a scale to match American development, 

engineers in this country must be pre- 

pared to assign higher working stresses 
to their timber. 


This appraisal of prospects came from 
Mr. Verne Ketchum in the course of a 
talk given recently to an invited audience 
of wood technologists and engineers at 
the Royal Society of Arts in London. The 
meeting had been arranged by the Institute 
of Wood Science with the support of the 
Timber Development Association and the 
British Columbia Lumber Manufacturers 
Association. Up to the time of his retire- 
ment a few weeks ago Mr. Ketchum was 
for 23 years director of engineering with 
Timber Structures Inc., of Portland, 
Oregon. 


Mr. Ketchum used colour slides to 
illustrate glu-lam applications in North 
America and to indicate the impact they 
have made on the architect of large indus- 
trial buildings, churches, assembly halls 
and homes. From these and from a docu- 
mentary film ‘“ Buildings for tomorrow” 
which was shown after the lecture it was 
clear that American glu-lam construction 
is impressive not merely by the size of 
operations but also by the imagination 
evident in the design of structures and by 
the technical feat of producing them 
economically. 


Standards Compared 


Comparing American and British stan- 
dards Mr. Ketchum said that U.S. glu-lam 
engineers worked with stresses of up to 
2,600lb. per sq. in., whereas at present 
designers in this country went no higher 
than 1,600lb. The American Institute of 
Timber Construction had established that 
higher stresses can be assigned to glued 
laminated timber than to timber used 
straight from the tree. The lecturer 
stressed the importance of quality control 
and standards, pointing out that low 
moisture content, good glue and limited as 


well as correct glue-spread were vital con- 
siderations. 
Discussion 


At question time Mr. Ketchum was asked 
about the relative merits of Pacific Coast 
Hemlock and Douglas Fir for glued lami- 
nation work. He replied that fir was used 
almost exclusively by Timber Structures 
Inc. Hemlock he described as a fine 
timber, lower in price and of more attrac- 
tive appearance than fir. It was not, 
however, quite as strong as fir and the 
need to use extra laminations involving 
more scarf jointing and extra glue can- 
celled out the initial saving. Questioned 
about the importance of knots in glued 
laminated construction—Mr, Ketchum em- 
phasised that the technique itself merely 
reduced the strength loss associated with 
them. If the dispersal of knots was 
achieved in laying up the laminations the 
knot or knot hole was limited in effect to 
a single lamination. 

In a later discussion about preservative 
treatments Mr. Ketchum said he did not 


advocate water soluble preservatives for - 


treating timber after fabrication. Such 
preservatives as well as fire retardants 
were normally used to treat laminations 
before they went to the cramping bed. 
Inevitably there was waste as the high 
proportion of the treated wood was hidden 
after assembly. Glu-lam members could 
be satisfactorily treated with creosote or 
with oil borne chemicals after fabrication. 


TROPICAL BUILDINGS STUDY 


The Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research have published their second 
study on tropical buildings. Entitled 
“Buildings for the Storage of Crops in 
Warm Climates,” it is written by W. H. 
Ransom, and is designed to guide the 
builder in the construction of buildings 
that will permit the storage of crops with- 
out deterioration. 

Principles of design are examined and 
notes given on materials of construction.

(Concluded from page 1041) 
on the part of the engineer and say that 
no certificate, in any real sense of the 
word, had been issued. 

While of course this case turns on the 
I.C.E. General Conditions, the R.I.B.A. 
Form’s arbitration clause allows similar 
immediate reference to arbitration for the 
withholding of a certificate. Until, there- 
fore, the view is challenged one may 
perhaps take it that this case applies to 
the R.I.B.A. Form’s arbitration clause as 
well. 
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Talking of Safety

HERE is a film, well known to safety 
workers in our industry, which 
depicts, in one amusing incident, the 
antics of a labourer hauling a load of 
bricks up the outside face of a building 
by means of a rope and pulley. The 
receptacle is a wicker basket, of the 
type commonly seen on building sites 
many years ago; but this one is now a 
very battered object—fit for the scrap 
heap. 

We see the basket being raised: it is 
crammed full of bricks piled well above the 
sides, and, to complete the picture, the 
rope is attached to the handle of the 
basket by means of one of those home- 
made hooks of the “bent pin” variety. 
When the basket meets an obstruction, the 
stubborn fellow at the bottom tugs at the 
rope, and one or two bricks are dislodged, 
falling near his feet. He glares at the 
bricks and his lips mutter familiar oaths. 

When the basket meets the next obstruc- 
tion, a vicious tug at the rope straightens 
the flimsy hook, and down comes basket, 
bricks and all. 

This never fails to get a good laugh, but 
the fact is that an accident of this kind is 
not by any means a rarity. Despite the 
advent of the platform hoist and the little 
motorised scaffold crane, gin wheels are 
still seen about the sites, usually hauling 
up the odd load of materials in some out- 
of-the-way place. And it is the very casual 
nature of such contrivances that leads so 
often to serious trouble. 

On one building job I visited recently a 
scaffolder had slung a gin wheel from a 
short horizontal scaffold tube connected 
to one of the main uprights. In order to 
resist the tendency to rotate at the joint, 
he had fixed a short raker tube between 
the horizontal and the vertical members 
rather in the style of a gibbet. 

“That’s what the regulation says,” Len, 
the scaffolder told me. 

** What does it say?” I asked. 

“That the horizontal support must be 
connected at two points. That's to stop 
it turning,” he added, helpfully.

I pulled a tattered copy of S.I. 1145 out 
of my pocket, and pointed to regulation 42. 

“ That’s quite right as far as it goes,” 
I said. ‘But you didn’t go far enough. 
Part (d) of this regulation says that if the 
pole is secured only to a scaffold, it must 
be secured to at least two standards or 
extension poles.” 

“But with this raker bracing it can’t 
possibly move,” Len objected. 

“Not in the way you mean, I agree. 
But if you imagine a pretty heavy load on 
the tackle, you'll realise that you're pro- 
ducing a severe bending effect in the up- 


right—and that’s where failure might 
occur. Especially if you’re using a power 
lift. All right—I know you're not in this 


case, but the regulation doesn’t know, and 
it’s got to provide for all contingencies. 
I think you should get that put right pretty 
soon.” 

“No trouble there,” said Len. 

“I’m pleased to see you've moused the 
supporting hook of the gin wheel. That's 
also a_ legal requirement, of course. 
Another way of supporting the wheel is 
by providing it with a swivel-type eyebolt. 
This can be put onto the tube and held 
in place by means of a scaffold clip on 
either side. Another arrangement which 
I examined lately was a short sleeve fitted 
with a set-screw for sliding onto the sup- 
porting tube. An egg link was welded on 
to the sleeve, and this in turn was con 
nected by means of a shackle to an eyebolt 
on the bridle of the gin wheel. That was 
for a heavier type of wheel, and we're 
getting some in stock.” 

* You'll see we’ve got a safety hook on 
the lifting rope,”’ said Len. 

“Yes, I noticed that—-an 
feature with this kind of appliance. 
just in case of trouble I like to see the 
operator wearing a safety helmet—and 
that goes for any man who works below a 
moving load.” 

“T always thought that gin wheels and 
things like that had to be marked with the 
safe working load and an item number, 
but our gin wheels never seem to be,” said 
Len. 

“That only applies where the tackle is 
used for loads of at least one ton. As you 
know, our gin wheels are only used for 
hand lifting, so they wouldn't have to be 
marked.” 

“Well, what about the weekly inspec-

tion—is that only needed where you have 
a load of a ton or more?” 

“No,” I said, with a sinking feeling. | 
could guess what was coming. 

“Then how do you keep a record of the 
inspection if you haven't got a reference 
number of the item?” pursued Len. 

“If you have more than one in use on 
the site they should be marked for identi- 
fication purposes,” I said. “ But you've 
raised a good point there and I'll take it 
up with our Plant Manager at the first 
opportunity.” 

As the result of this little conversation, 
each of our gin wheels is now marked with 
an identification number and a warning 
notice to the effect that the capacity of 
the appliance is limited to 15 cwt. 


BILSTON TOWN CENTRE 
REDEVELOPMENT

An exhibition of the winning designs will 
be held in the Victoria Embankment 
Gardens (Whitehall Section), from 
October 6 to 20. 

Submissions have come from 45 manu- 
facturers, and include bins for many pur- 
poses—for mounting on lighting columns 
or poles, wall mounting, free standing, 
large capacity bins for lay-bys, etc., and 
prestige advertising bins for special loca- 
tions. The materials used are also varied 

iron, aluminium, steel (sheet and tubular), 
stone, plastics, concrete, fibre-glass, ex- 
panded metal, wood, paper and asbestos, 
cement—in several cases materials new to 
the firms using them. 
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NOTTS. GREAT NORTH ROAD 
IMPROVEMENT 


HE original scheme for the improve- 

ment of the Great North Road between 
Cromwell and Markham Moor, Notts., has 
been revised to provide for an entirely 
new route by-passing Sutton-on-Trent, 
Weston and Tuxford, and a Ministry of 
Transport order will shortly be made 
authorising the realignment. 

Previously, plans for the improvement 
called for duplication of carriageways on 
the existing route, with a short by-pass at 
Tuxford and diversions elsewhere. With 
the change in design standards for the 
Great North Road over the last few years, 
it is now essential that access from side 
roads should be restricted and that right 
turns should be eliminated, and this can- 
not be achieved using the existing road. 

The new scheme is not expected to add 
to the cost, and will involve less demolition 
of property. Another advantage will be 
the very little dislocation of traffic during 
construction. 


CANADIAN TIMBER TRADE 
MISSION TO U.K. 


A Canadian timber trade mission is to 
visit the United Kingdom and Republic of 
Ireland in October in order to stimulate 
the demand for Canadian timber, plywood 
and other wood products. Mr. Gordon 
Churchill, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Ottawa, has said the purpose of 
the mission is to study changing condi- 
tions in these markets and to examine the 
effectiveness of production marketing and 
sales promotion methods as they affect 
Canada’s timber exports. 

The mission will comprise 12 leading 
exporters from the Atlantic Provinces, 
Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia. 


PORT GLASGOW ROAD PLAN 


Proposals for a new road through Port 
Glasgow to replace the present A.761 to 
Glasgow are being submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Scottish Home Department. 
The new road will eliminate a number of 
dangerous corners and will involve the 
demolition of a church manse, two private 
houses, the old toll house, a doctor's 
surgery, and a café. Estimated cost of 
the scheme is £271,850.

A new venture in the pro- 
gramme is the short Open Forum. A 
small panel of experienced representatives 
from varying quarters will be available 
to deal with questions on street lighting 
problems of the kind which from time 
to time confront members of highways 
and lighting committees, borough engi- 
neers and lighting engineers. It is 
envisaged that an Open Forum on these 
lines will assist delegates and enable them 
to raise questions on matters of street 
lighting, of the type which it might not 
be possible for them to do in the dis- 
cussions which follow the delivery of the 
conference Papers.

GLAMORGAN COLLEGE 
EXTENSION TO COST £230,000

EXHIBITS 


EVERAL new items of street lighting 
equipment are being exhibited at this

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LORRY MOUNTED CRANE 
ASSOCIATION 


Rules of Membership 


HE inaugural committee of the Lorry 
Mounted Crane Association have now 
established the rules of membership. 

The Association set out to guarantee a 
minimum standard of insurance, safety 
and reliability. They will also endeavour 
to rationalise legislation regarding the use 
of lorry mounted cranes, it is stated. The 
Association, which will under no circum- 
stances be concerned with the fixing of 
charges for hire of lorry mounted cranes, 
have already drawn up a standard form of 
minimum insurance cover. All members 
must comply with this although many 
do offer additional cover. 

Every lorry mounted crane owned by a 
member must be registered with the 
Association and an approved inspector 
must have issued an inspection report 
certifying that the vehicle is in a safe 
mechanical condition. Thereafter, an 
inspection report must be produced every 
year. 

Each lorry mounted crane is then sup- 
plied with a certificate, renewable annually, 
to be displayed in the windscreen of the 
vehicle so indicating that its condition is 
not lower than that required by law, and 
that it will be operated in accordance with 
the regulations. 

Customers are invited to report in- 
adequate registered machines to the Asso- 
ciation who will then insist upon the 
members concerned producing evidence 
that their lorry mounted cranes have been 
returned to good order. 

The Association have defined a lorry 
mounted crane as a crane mounted on 
a vehicle with a minimum of six load- 
carrying tyres and designed for road speed 
in excess of 15 miles an hour. The crane 
must be capable of slewing through a 
minimum angle of 30 degrees and its maxi- 
mum safe working load must not be less 
than three tons. 

Other objects of the organisation, whose 
headquarters are at 301 Glossop Road, 
Sheffield, 10, are to promote high standards 
in the practice of heavy lifting and to 
establish a minimum set of conditions of 
contract.
